In announced here over the tickers 
that the Japanese* fleet has captured 
three "Russian transports and 
three 


thousand Russian soldiers. 


Authentic Report 
London. Feb. 10.—Toklo dispatches 


this morning say that three 
trans- 


ports of the Russian volunteer fleet 
with two thousand Russian 
troops 
were captured off Assana. Korea, by 
tne Japanese fleet. It Is now announc- 
ed that the Japanese fleet made a 
third attack upon Port Arthur for .a 
haJf hour yesterxlay, afternoon and 
that the Inhabitants • are In a state 
of terror. In tho fight off Chemulpo, 
Korea, yesterday afternoon the Rus- 
sian cruiser Varlag was set on fire 
and disabled and the gunboat Korletz 
sunk. The battle lasted four hours. 


Varlag a Big Loss 


St. Petersburg-. Feb. 10.—Tho crui- 


ser Variag. reported captured by tho 
Japanese landing force at Chemulpo, 
Is one of the best protected cruisers 
of the second • class in the HUSH Ian 
navy. Tho vessel was built at 
the 


Cramps' shipyard In Philadelphia and 
Is a' 23-knot boat. She Is' of G.GOO tons, 
carries twelve C-lnch quick firing ri- 
fles, and six smaller calibre rifles. 
The Varlag was also equipped with 
four torpedo tubes. 
The 
torpedo 


gunboat Korletz, also reported cap- 


tured b'y the Japanese at Chemulpo, 
was equipped mainly with torpedo 
tubes. 


Detailed Account 
London. Feb. 10.—The 
Japanese 


embassy has a dispatch stating that 
the Japanese squadron escorting the 
transports to Korea was met on the 
way to Chcmpiilo by tho Russian gun- 
boat Korltz. which fired upon the tor- 
pedo boats and retired to anchorage 
In tho port. Next morning the'admir- 
al demanded that the Russian men- 
of-war leave the port which they did 
and a battle followed outside 
the 


Polynesian Islands. 
After an hour's 


engagement tho Russians took

evening the Russian cruiser Varlng 
was sunk.

mean that nine Russian vessels have 
been disabled by the Japs since the 
fighting began.

Japs Rejoice 


ToUlo. Feb. 10.—When the 
first 


news of the Japanese victory was re- 
ceived here the greatest rejoicing; ov- 
er known was 'Indulged In. The re- 
serve troops aro being held In readi- 
ness to proceed at once to Korea ns 
soon as the naval forces of Russia 
have been disposed of. When a Rus- 
sian vessel Is spoken of as disabled 
It Is understood to either be sunk or 
so badly crippled It can not be use,I 
for some time to come. 


Landed Forces 
Paris, Feb. 10.—A Toklo telegram 


announces that the- Japanese 
sol- 


diers ' have been successfully landed 
at Masamppo, Korea. 


The battleship Retvlzan was built 


hy tho Cramps at Philadelphia In 1900 
and Is one of the most formidable 
waiships In the czar's fleet. It has a 
displacement of 111.700 tons. Is U7-1 
feet long, with 72 foot beam. Tho hull 
Is heavily armored. 
Amidships the 


armor belt Is 9 Inches thick, while 
the water line is further reinforced. 
Higher up on the hull is a' six-Inch

armor, tapering off to K-lnch plates 
around the central battery guns. The 
Relvizan. carries four 12-inch guns, 
twelve (Mnch guns, and twenty 3-Inch 
guns In the main battery, with twen- 
ty Hotchklss rapid fire cannon In the 
secondary battery. These guns were 
manufactured at the Obrukoff works 
In Russia. . The battleship has a com- 
pletemcnt of. 725 officers and men. Its 
speed .Is 1G.2 knots.

Toklo, Feb. .10.—Japan is making 


tremendous preparations to land more 
troops In Korea. She has already sen- 
ceedcd 'In landing several thousand 
eoldlers at Chemulpo, despite the pre- 
sence of two Russian cruisers. 
Four 


batalllons have been landed at Gen- 
san, one of the treaty ports of Kor- 
ea. 115 miles north of. Seoul. Japan 
Is concentrating her forces at Tsush- 
ima Island, which Is Japan's most ad- 
vanced base. 


H'.ls officially stated hero that Rus- 


sian troops have crossed the Yalu riv- 
er and are pouring Into Korea. Their 
objective Is believed to be Seoul. Of- 
ficials declare that this action com- 
pelled Japan to Initiate hostile meas- 
ures and make t)iu war a terrible, act- 
uality. 
, Official circles -at Toklo c.ro con- 
vinced that a great battle between 
the Russian and Japanese' land forc- 
es will take place at an early datn'on 
Ktjroan territory.

It 
Is stated that Everett went Into 'the 
attorney genternl's office and asked 
Mr. Corrlgan for an Interview, stating 
that he had evidence that he. Mr. Cor- 
rlgnn, had ridden upon a* Wisconsin 
Central pass during 1903. 
Mr. Cor- 


rigan -is said to have refused the Int- 
erview on tho grounds that Mr. Ev- 
erett has distorted the statement of 
a Mr.'Tucker, another employe of tho 
office, who some days ago admitted 
having ridden on a pass. In the mix- 
up which followed Mr. Everett was 
roughly handled and thrown 
from 


the office. Mr. Corrlgan later went to 
a surgeon where ho had several brui- 
ses on his face dressed. 


Two Statements 


Mr. Everett gives out a statement 


to tho effect that the assault upon 
him was unwarranted. That he mere- 
ly asked Mr. Corrlgan In a gentle- 
manly way .for an Interview stating 
the evidence he had, and that he was 
abused and assaulted. Mr. Corrlgan 
and the fellow employes of the office 
have also prepared a statement which 
they have not as yet given to tho 
public, hut It Is expected will appear 
In the morning papers In Milwaukee. 
They blame Mr. Everett for tho whole 
trouble.

Feb. 10.—"According to 
the local representative, of the Yoko- 
hama Specie bank, a large fund will 
be raised In this city as a patriotic 
gift to the Japanese government. The 
representative says: 


"Japanese merchants In Now York 


will raise a war fund to send home 
to their government. 
The purpose 


now Is to make the subscription J5,- 
000,000 .and to pay It In monthly In- 
stallments so long a& the war lasts. 
This amount Is the minimum fund. 
If the war Is greatly. prolonged,' we 
will Increase our subscriptions. The 
Japanese consul, Mr. Suculda, is In 
chargo of the matter. 
Japan will 


have no difficulty In providing funds 
for a war of several-years. Our na- 
tional debt Is only .between eleven 
and twelve dollars _por capita, while 
the Russian national debt runs close 
to $55 per capita. 


"I believe that a victory for Japan 


means peace for the world and I firm- 
ly believe- that our "-fbrces will tri- 
umph. During the'Chinese war 
.we 


occupied tho Laotung peninsula, 
on 


wlil-ili' Port Arthur Is located. IVussIa 
and tho powers declared this occupa- 
tion was against the peace of the Or- 
ient, and as we were for peace, we 
withdrew.

gagement In the Russo-Japanese war 
occurred, from a military point 
of 


view, was designed to be almost as 
Impregnable as Gibraltar, both .land- 
ward and from the sea, but Ilussla 
has hot pushed tho work and It will 
take three -'years to carry out the 
plans. The site of tho old Chinese 
city has become a mass of barracks, 
and the extensive military works on 
all. the .heights surrounding'the Inner 
harbor have testified to the firm In- 
tention of Russia to forever occupy 
Port Arthur. The.defenses of the ad- 
jacent coast, too, are designed to be 
remarkable, consisting ot .scores of 
earth batteries, mounting three

For the most part they aro driven 
from their own .country by misery 
and oppression. The soil of Italy Is 
not productive and groans under tho 
burden of 300 to the square mile La- 
borers In Southern Italy receive from 
10 to 2." cents a day: and In the north 
from It to 25 cents. 
Hence thoso 


who havo an opportunity to oarn a 
dollar a day In this country may soon 
become,Independently rich according 
to their low standards of living. 


Condltlonc Improved, 
in tho opinion of tho speaker tho 


United States Is now getting a better 
class of Italians than It did some 
years ago. 
The rigid contract labor 


laws and tho requirements of three 
months declaration nnd a certificate 
of good moral character wore'help- 
Ing to raise the standard.. Tho Spain- 
Ish are a lazy class of poopln and 
few come to this country. .The Swiss 
are among tho most. Industrious and 
valuable foreigners that thin country 
receives, not excepting tho Scandana- 
vla»s and Germans. The settlement 
at. New Glarus in this prtrt of tho 
country testifies eloquently to that. 


The Man From Asia. 


Dr. Cunningham was not present 


to speak on his subject. "Tho. Man 
From Great Britain" nnd W. F. Bos- 
worth who was to speak on "Tho 
Man From Asia" was also among the 
missing. Ho had prepared his paper, 
however, and It was rend by H J 
Cunningham. 
In considering Immi- 
grants, no «ald. popular opinion had 
Riven tho lowest rank to tho Chinese, 
^et. In view of the facts tliero was 
much-to be said for the Chinaman 
as well as against him. While those 
who have delved deeply Into tho arch, 
oology Of our country profess to find 
traces of the Chinese years before 


The Chinese eat tho bread they 


earn. Thoy do not beg or steal. Tho 
population . of China is -100,000,000. 
With all the powers endeavoring to 
break down tho doors it would seem 
that the country must BOOH admit tlie 
western civilization. 
Tho • Chinese 


exclusion act passed May G. 1882. was 
ilmltcd to ten year*. It was practic- 
ally rc-afllrmed on May C. 1892. and 
limited to 1902. Whim tho second 
term expired an agitation arose on 
tho Pacific coast to have It made per- 
manent. The Grary law differs only 
from tho other acts In its minor pro- 
visions. 
Entrance was 
limited 
to 


specified ports and to travellers and 
students. Chinese having a residence 
hero at the time of tlie passage of tho 
law were required to obtain certi- 
ficates within six months and Immi- 
gration of the race from the Phllllp- 
ines. Hawaii and Porto Rico, was pro- 
hibited. Some havo maintained that 
the exclusion of n certain class lias 
no constitutional defense 
but 
the 
Supremo Court, has declared that the 
right of a country to exclude aliens is 
one of the perequlsltes of Us exist- 
ence. The Chinese are 'regarded as 
an alien * population 
Impervious to 


American labor nnd citizenship. 


Enforced Immigration. 
Senator Whitehead called on Col. 


Klmborley for a song nnd 
ho 
re- 


sponded with n weather parody on 
"The Old Oaken Bucket," which was 
much appreciated. 
Mr. Fisher who 


was to handle, the subject of "OIs- 
tnibutlon" and W. G. Wheeler who 
was to spealc on "Legislation" were 
both absent. 
Senator Whitehead 


spoko briefly on the latter subject 
Ho alluded to tho status of the negro 
and his rotation to the white man as

No ques- 
tions are asked -until tho emigrant ar- 
rives at the port 3.000'miles from his 
homo. • Steamship'companies contin- 
ue to make a business of encouraging 
Immigration of tho paupers of Europe 
and have, their agonts and sub-agents 
In every city. If times continue pros- 
perous' tho companies expect a big In- 
crease of business during the next 
few years. • ' • :

It Is a singular in- 
consistency that the weak and degen- 
erate who arc not-able to care for 
themselves*,

the soft, damp weather of last Sat- 
tirdajf.

twelve 
or eighteen hours longer that all the 
tobacco in the county would have 
boon taken down. As It Is. the grow- 
ers expect to deliver a part of their 
crop within the next week or ten 
days, as a majority of them have 
sold their crop as It stood in the 
sheds. There are several buyers rid- 
ing in tlie county at present hut are 
not buying much of last year's crop 
at the prices offered. 
Several sale» 


have, boon made, ranging In price 
from 7 to 8 cents during the last few 
days, hut as a general rulrs the grow- 
ers arc holding out for«better prices. 


Wisconsin. 
Tor the brief space it nppeare.1 as 


though the longed for casing wiiathci* 
had arrived. A high temperature with 
a thick fog was slowly bringing the 
leaf into desirable condition and had 
It continued for twelve hours long, 
or, growers would . have had 'tholr 
leaf In the state they most ileiilre. 
unfortunately, however, the weather 
maidenly turned cold 
before 
more 


than a fraction of the crop had boon 
removed from the poles. Since then 
the temperature has bncn uniformly 
low, and growers fear .that they may 
not ho able to finish stripping until 
the spring months. • There lias bean 
some selling at from five to eight 
cents 
a pound for good leaf. Ship- 


ments out of storage for the week 
from Edgerton amounted to 700 cases.

Willie the Weather is( nnt quite 


warm enough to bo exactly suitable 
for casing, .growers hastened to take 
advantage of the recent wet wpell 
and a fair amount of the crop has 
been taken down from the poles.
